PHOTOGRATHIC SCIENCE.—A new and 


most important application of photography 
to science, says the Commercial Advertiser, 
has been made. By means oi reflection, 
there have bsen obtained tha most detailed 
and correct representations of morbid con- 
ditions of the internal organi- in—-such as, 
heretofore, have only baen obtained through 
long and laborious artistic labor. The val- 
ue of snch diagrams in medical literature 
and surgical treaties will be very great, 
forming a new epoch in illustrative physiol- 
ogical science.
